The decision was rendered by 
Justices Martin, presiding, O’Malley, 
Townley, Glennon and Untermyer. 

The Appellate Division opinion, 
in part asserted: 

“We are in accord with the con- 
clusion of the referee that the con- 
duct of Mr. Sommer and of Mr. 
Heim in the matter under investi- 
gation was beyond reproach, and 
the report in this respect should be 
confirmed. We are also in comy lete 
accord with the following conclu- 
sion of the referee: 

“None 6f the practices of any 
Justices of the Municipal Court of 
the City of New York or of any 
attorney in connection with this 
casé was corrupt o: fraudulent, or 
unlawful in the sense that any 
Statute was violated, such judicial 
or professional impropriety as ex- 
isted being attributed to impul- 
Siveness and lack of reflection on 
the part of the Justice and miscon- 
ception of professional ethics and 
standards on the part of the attor- 
ney for the defendant.” 

“Conceding this, however, we 
think that certain of the acts of 
Justice MeNulty and of the attor- 
ney, Mr. Goggins, are subject to 
criticism, even though resulting in 
no injustice and even though no 
violation of the rights of any litigant 
was intended. 

“It is true, of course, that the 
identity of a party may, in a proper 
case, be withheld in an opinion by 
the use of the term “anonymous,” 
or some equivalent expression. How- 
ever, that did not justify the sub-

Monopoly “is not out to criticize anyone. It 
is a matter of looking up the facts.” 

That is a very peculiar way to start out 
on one of the most vital problems affecting 
the American people today. 

Sure, we need facts. The more the better. 
But facts for WHAT PURPOSE? To file 
away alphabetically for future scholars? Or 
facts to help the American people WIN 
THEIR FIGHT FOR RECOVERY? 

“The economic concentration is per- 


fectly apparent to everyone,” O’Ma- 


honey admitted yesterday. But he 
starts out what is supposed to be 
a FIGHT on the monopolies by prom- 
ising “not to criticize anyone.” But 
how in the name of thunder is it pos- 
sible to fight for recovery without a 
most resolute and determined “criti- 
cism” of the monopolies in order to 
break their paralyzing ‘grip on the 
country’s economic life? 

It is impossible. And Senator 
O’Mahoney’s sabotage of a real anti- 
Monopoly fight right from the start 
thus becomes an attack on the recov- 
ery of the country, and a blow to the 
welfare of millions of American fami- 
lies. The majority of the people, in 
fact. 

In his speech on monopoly in May, 
President Roosevelt had sufficient 
facts at his disposal jto be able 
point to Wall Street monopoly 

“a concentration of economic 
power without equal”—as a tre- 
mendous obstacle to recovery. In 
his “fireside chat” last Friday, 
Roosevelt characterized these plun- 
dering groups as the “conserva- 
tives” who “want to return to the 
government of the 1920's.” The 
President drew the lines which 
divides the American people who 
believe in progress from the reac- 
tionary minority which hates and 
fears progress. The people saw the 
truth of this. 

But the “conservatives” of Wall 
Street today are not merely specu- 
lating on a simple return to the 
“days of 1920.” Such a return is impossible 
for them, as well as for the people. 

The concentration of wealth and power 
has grown so tremendously in Wall Street’s 
hands since then; and the American people, 
on the other hand, are far more détermined 
to defend their living standards that the 
issue can no longer be decided that way. 

The Wall Street “conservatives” today, 
in defending their enormous profits and priv- 
ileges, are heading rapidly toward a form of 
American fascism. To be a “conservative” 
today is to move along the path of fascism. 

This is the basic fact of the present fight 
for recovery—that today the Wall Street 
gang will be able to enforce its own idea of 
“recovery” only by smashing up democracy 
and setting up a brutal rule which would 
lead the country to fascism, That is the only 
way they could foree the American people 
to swallow the kind of ruthless slashing of 
living standards and trampling of liberties 
toward which the defense of their privileges 
leads them. 

So, it is dangerously inadequate merely 
to “get the facts” today. It is absolutely 
vital for recovery that the power -of the 
Monopolies be broken and the great wealth 
of America opened up for jobs, public works, 
farm improvements, housing, power projects, 
etc. 

It is progress and recovery versus starva- 
tion and the advance of fascism which face 
each other today a8 the November elections 
approach. 


The time is past for dallying, or fae false 
hopes that the fascist-minded monopolies of 
Wall Street will meekly accept the forward 
movements of the people. The monopolies 
are not losing’ any time. They are girding 
for a ruthless, unscrupulous, and brutal fight. 
They look more and more sympathetically on 
the methods of Hitler. They—-are studying 
these methods, as in Hoover’s recent visit to 
Berlin. They hope to import them for use 
against the camp of progress which is rising 
in our country. 

“We are not satisfied,” Roosevelt told the 
people, summing up the efforts for recovery. 
Surely, the people can not be satisfied with 


the efforts for recovery thus far made, 


though they recognize that beginnings have 
been made. 


The people cannot but be aware that the 
privileges of the monopolies remain funda- 
mentally untouched, They contrast the huge 
unused wealth of the country, and its indus- 
trial technique with the ravages of the crisis. 
They realize it will take much more to start 
recovery than has as yet been done. 

_ That is why they expect from the next 

Congress and Roosevelt that they will open 
up the fight on the sabotagers of recovery

demand it.

The loose, general line-up of the progres- 
sive forces of the recent past will not be 


adequate to beat the organization of the 
fascist-minded monopolies. The ORGANIZA- ° 
TION OF THE PEOPLE into a conscious, 
united army for jobs, recovery, democracy 
and peace can turn America toward recovery 
and democratic advance. This ORGANIZA- 
TION OF THE PEOPLE, led by the united 
forces of labor is the Democratic Front. 


The railroads- and their bankers, for 
example, are criminally blocking recovery 
by sabotage of sorely needed car building 
and trackage replacement, and by threatened 
wage cuts. The Democratic Front works for 
their nationalization and utilization for re- 
covery. The building material’ Trust blocks 
a housing program which could unleash 
enormous forces for recovery. The building 
sabotage must be broken by government ac- 
tion. This is a task for the Democratic Front. 
Similarly, with the bank monopoly of loans 
for small business, similarly with a host of 
constructive, practical projects which the 
initiative and energy of the American people 
can turn into a powerful torrent of reravery 
and well-being. 


So, as the Congressional battle of Novem- 
ber approaches, American labor, the most 
serious and effective enemy of Monopoly, 
can fight for recovery with real effect. Sen- 
ator O’Mahoney’s sabotage cannot be over- 
come by vivid descriptions of economic con- 
centration.
